Stowell Outlines Situation 


of School Salary increase 


To the Electors and Patrons 
of the 


Covina Union High School District: 
It has been brought to my attention 
that rumors are floating about concern- 
ing an action by the board of trustees 
of the high school 'district a week ago 
last Monday night, an action taken 
immediately after the adjournment of 
the mass meeting held for the purpose 
of instructing the trustees as to the 
amount of a proposed bond issue. 


I understand that it has been said 


that 
trustees 
dissatisfied 
with 
the 


amount of the bond issue approved by 
the mass meeting went ahead arbitrar- 
ily and increased the salaries of the 
teachers excessively, many of them as 
much as $700 each. Further, that the 
action was carried out by a "clique" 
on the board called '' the high three'', 
against the wishes of other members of 
the board. 


From the standpoint of an individual 


I would not pay any attention to such 
Tumors, but in my official position aa 
clerk of the board, and as your servant 
whc has been in close touch with the ad- 
ministration of school affairs in this 
district for sixteen years, I cannot al- 
low any statement, however ill-founded, 
to go unanswered, as it might do great 
harm to the district if the facts were 
not properly presented. It has been my 
experience on. numerous occasions that 
the people of this district will act in a 
fair and satisfactory manner if they 
are in possession of the facts. 


the schedule is thoroughly gone over, 
and such changes are made as neces- 
sary. The whole matter is then incor- 
porated into a motion, -which when 
passed becomes the schedule for teach 
ers and employes of the school. 


TO KEEP GOOD TEACHERS. 


BASED OX SCHEDULE. 


The salaries of teachers ju the high 


school from year to year are based 
upon what we call 
a 
"schedule," 


which takes into consideration a num- 
ber of very essential things, such as the 
preparation the teacher has made in 
order to teach, the teaching experi- 
ence acquired before coming to Co- 
vina high school, and the length of 
satisfactory service that a teacher may 
have 
given 
to 
Covina high school. 


With those essentials in minjl, 
the 


board has adopted a definite plan by 
which a slight increase is granted auto- 
matically each year to a satisfactory 
teacher for a period covering ten years. 
In ten years, according to this schedule, 
the 
teacher 
reaches the 
maximum 


amount that may be paid for class 
teachers in this* school. 
It is. left to 


the discretion of the board when to 
place the teachers in this schedule.' In 
the changes that come at the end of the 
school year it becomes the duty of the 
board to pass upon the rating of the 
teachers, in order to adopt the schedule 
for the coming year. This matter must 
be decided at the time that the teachers 
are to be re-engaged, or otherwise, and 
this is the reason, why the meeting was 
held at the time that it was heldj and 
is the reason why the decision was made 
at that time. 


In fixing salaries rff teachers the 


matter is first passed upon bv the bud- 
get committee that apportions all ex- 
penditures for the year, composed of 
three members of the board, who at 
present are Messrs. Stowell, Traweek 
and Lincoln. 
They 
make a recom- 


mendation to the board as a whole, 


It happened this year that there 


were two 
exceptionally-good teachers 


who made application for a readjust- 
ment of their salaries, the request hav- 
ing been received by the board two 
months ago in written form. 
These 


teachers ssked that they be given cre- 
dit for a period extending from seven 
to ten years of teaching experience. 
This time credit had never been given 
these teachers iu the previous schedules. 
The matter was before the board ajt 
meetings as far back as October of .last 
year, and the understanding was that 
these teachers were entitled to such an 
adjustment, uud that the school board 
should recognize that these teachers 
were especially valuable to the school, 
and that the school would continue, to 
profit by keeping them. I want to say 
right here that 
desirable 
teachers, 


such as make it possible to maintain 
the school at the high standard it has 
enjoyed through annual credits from 
universities are very hard to obtain, 
and that to fill their places often means 
the breaking in of a new teacher, who, 
if eventually a good teacher, is at 
least at a disadvantage for the first 
one or two,years, because of not know- 
ing scholars, and therefore not being 
able to act with the intelligence and 
with the sympathy and understanding 
that is possible from teachers who have 
made a study of the characters and 
traits of scholars. 
It has frequently 


happened in the past that when we 
allowed a good teacher to get away 
from the school because of an offered 
increase of salary from another school 
wo have been crippled to a large ex- 
tent by an inferior teacher, necessi- 
tating perhaps several changes before 
we secure the proper person for the 
pluee. 
For these reasons, which were 


concurred in by all members of the 
board, the teachers were placed on a 
schedule, and at salaries where we felt 
that wo would be able to retain them, 
and which would justify their giving 
the best that they could to the schoof. 


THE SCHOOL COACH. 


The case of the school coach is one 


where an exceptionally-good man was 
offered more money elsewhere. 
After 


interviewing him it was found that he 
was so loyal to the school that he was 
willing to take over extra work that 
would probably cost the district the 
$300 which he asked in an increase of 
salary. The boys on the field of sports 
like the coach, and his influence among 
them is of a very high order. Many of 
the scholars have spoken to members 
of the board, asking that the present 
coach be retained. 
All other teach- 


ers were placed in the schedule accord- 
ing to the automatic increase to which 
they were entitled under ths schedule 


These matters of salaries of teachers 


nave been before the board at meet- 
ings during the past two months. At 


a. meeting three weeks ag6 it was left 
to me as a'member of the budget com- 
mittee to "prepare a statement or 
schedule," showing all employes of the 
district, their present salaries and the 
salaries they would receive under the 
schedule for the coming year, with 
recommendations. 


This schedule I duly prepared, and 


it was submitted to Mr. Traweek at 
his home, Saturday, May 21, and it was 
acceptable to him at that time. 
He 


said he thought it the best we could 
do if wo wera to retain the teachers 
that we -wanted. At another time the 
same schedule was submitted to Mr. 
Lincoln, who approved it. 


On the Monday evening of the mass 


meeting, following the meeting, the 
board reconvened from a meeting held 
just prior to the meeting, and I pre- 
sented the salary schedule, giving item 
by item concerning each teacher, the 
name, salary for the present year, 
salary as per schedule and the salary 
recommended by the budget committee. 
I moved its adoption as the salary 
schedule for the coming year, and tipon 
its being seconded the matter was dis- 
cussed by all members of the board, 
no one making any specific objection 
against, tho salary of any teacher as re- 
commended. 


President Chamberlen of the board 


talked in a general way against in- 
creasing any salaries, owing to the 
general economic conditions, uttering 
sentiments which were concurred in by 
a.11 members of the board. 
But we 


were up against actual conditions and 
not theories. 
Our school crop is get- 


ting larger all the time, 
und 
to 


maintain the high standard we mast re- 
tain our teachers. 
Upon a vote being 


taken, (Lincoln, Sawyer and Stowell 
voted in favor of adopting the sche- 
dule. There were no votes against its 
adoption. 
Mr. ; Chemberlen and Mr 


Traweek did not vote. 


HALF-TIME TEACHING. 


There was included in the expense for 


the yeur the sum of $1000 for the half- 
time of a teacher. 
The net salary 


raise for next year under our schedule 
would be $2,108. 
The recommended 


salary increases the expense this year 
(fe2,158, less thaij five per cent increase 
over last year. It means that we will 
use our old teaching; force, work them a 
little harder and paying for the increase 
in work, taking care of a twenty per- 
cent increase in students at a salary 
increase of less than five percent. 


We will receive from the state this 


coming year the sum of $2,250 on ac- 
count of the maintenance of a night 
school. This is money we have never 
received before. 
This means that the 


salary increase is wiped out so far as 
tho taxpayers of this district arc con- 
cerned, and that it will not increase 
the taxes of the district one cent. 


I submit these facts for your earnest 


consideration.

San Gabriel Canyon Dam 


Warrants Exhaustive Survey 


BY J. L. MATTHEWS 
- 


(Member State Water Commission and Editor Covina Argus.) 


In my estimation there is no contem- 


plated project in the state of California 
so fraught with the possibilities for 
good as the proposed flood control and 
conservation dam in the Ban Gabriel 
canyon. 


Since water began to be used for irri- 


gation in Southern California,'engineers 
have been asked to pass upon the feasi- 
bility of backing up the waters of this 
stream behind some kind of an arti- 
ficial rampart. The enormous flow of 
storm 
water 
down 
this 
precipitous 


grade, resulting in ever-recurring dam- 
ago to lands and to harbors, and the 
loss in water to a point impossible to 
accurately measure, but hugs in most 
years, has drawn the- attention of prop- 
erty-holders to this stream on innum- 
erable occasions Thirty years ago the 
canyon was visited by citizens and en- 
gineers, who came to the conclusion 
that the canyon could be dammed if a 
sufficient amount of money was spent. 
Several times I have been one of a 
party that has made these trips to the 
canyon, resulting always with practi- 
cally the same report—that it seemed 
feasible if money enough could be rais- 
ed to finance it. For more than a quar- 
ter of a century the subject of damming 
and controlling this river has been a 
subject of discussion in the San Ga- 
briel valley and in county government. 


The first premise we are all sure of 


and all united upon. This is that, it is 
eminently desirable to control this 
stream and to conserve its discharge. 
The second premise we are in no way 
sure of, which is whether a dam can. be 
built that will be a permanent and safe 
barrier, and whether such a dam can 
be financed by the people. To say that 
we all want it done is to utter a com- 
monplace. To say that no person knows 
how to do it is to state a fact. That 
ways can be found to do it if it is 
possible to do it is another fact. 
Be- 


cause that which is possible will be 


dations, are on solid rock, or its equiva- 
lent. 


Therefore, there cannot be any intel- 


ligent movement for a bond issue to be 
participated in by the county, state and 
nation for this purpose, until engineers 
have, .passed upon the project several 
times, the latest report from this source 
being a statement of the amount of 
water that would be impounded behind 
a 
dam of certain dimensions and 


height. I must call attention to a fact 
that all good engineers agree upon, and 
that is that the figures on Southc7-n 
California storm- flow, especially in ri- 
vers of such precipitous grade as the 
San Gabriel river, can only be approx- 
imate, even with the use of the most 
acceptable instruments of measurement. 
The river is one of the most variable 
on record in the world. Climatic condi- 
tions at the time of rainfall, condition 
of the soil as to moisture content, and 
the resultant amount of seepage, pres- 
ence or absence of snow, rapidity of 
storm precipitations—all contribute to 
the result following storms. Rainfalls 
vary from gentle precipitations almost 
entirely absorbed in subterranean chan- 
nels to cloudbursts. Therefore there 
can be no accurate measurement in the 
aggregate that will supply good data 
for procedure. A dam will be built for 
all years and not for one year. 


There is, too, the question of the 


amount of water that such a dan. will 
impound. It can be, and has been stat- 
ed in general figures, just what the con- 
trolling capacity will be, but a varia- 
tion of a fraction of an inch in an en- 
gineer's scale will make an enormous 
difference in the actual result when 
such a dam is actually in operation. 
These are all questions that we must 
take into consideration. 


SEARCH FOR BEDROCK. 


There are state funds available for 


the purpose of flood control. Some of 


The boring for bedrock must bo done 


thoroughly, which is a long process. 
Careful investigations must be made of 
the storm-flow, and of the possible 
spread of dammed waters. It is there- 
fore advisable, in my estimation, that 
this project begin with this survey, and 
there is no reason why it should not 
begin on this basis at once. 


I would be glad to live to see the 


San Gabriel riven completely under con- 
,trol and furnishing all its water for 
the irrigation of these highly-valuable 
lands. I believe it can be done. We 
must not rush into any bond issues, 
however, until we know for a reasonable 
certainty that the project is feasible. 
We must be reasonably assured that it 
will not be a great financial failure and 
at the same time a menace to life and 
property. We can hope for and boost 
for this project, but before we strike a 
blow for it we must bo certain of our 
premises. 


I would advise that we all work for 


the bringing about of a three-year sur- 
vey, which will probably cost $100,000, 
and base our activities on the exhaus- 
tive reports that can be obtained in 
this manner and in no other way.

It would be well to authorize the 


expenditure of a sufficient amount of 
money for a survey over a period of at 
least three years. This length of time 
will make it possible for water engi- 
neers to determine to a great point of 
accuracy the storm flow and its varia- 
tions, and also to arrive at a more 
nearly accurate idea of the impounding 
possibilities of the dam. I would not 
wish to quote any figures that hare 
been hitherto quoted in connection with 
this project, because, 'although, they 
may come from very highly accredited 
engineers or otherwise, thoy can bo but 
approximate, or in other words, super- 
ficial.

Memorial Day 


Reniinding the citizens of the splen- 
id heritage of patriotism that has beta 
nnded down froim the forefather^ since 
lie country's earliest struggles for lib- 
rty, A. W. Frye of the Los Angeles 
"rust & Savings bank, and well known 
3 one of Southern California's most 
,ble speakers, held the attention of the 
argest audience in years in Oakdale 
emetery on Memorial day, a day that 
indoubtedly marks a turning point for 
tetter Memorial days of the future, 
vith a united recognition of the heroes 
if the past arid of the present. 


That liberty has been the one idea 


if the men-in-arm's for .America in all 
wars was trenchantly pointed • out by 
ho speaker. The American, Revolution 
'reed the nation upon land and the 
waf of 1812 freed the seas, he declared. 


Civil war freed four million slaves; 


ho Spanish-American war freed Cuba 
"rom the'yoke of a decaying monarchy, 
and the participation of America in the 
world-war aided in bringing about a 
"roedom. for small and oppressed coun- 
.ries that will grow into a great world 
democracy in the future. 


The speaker said that the flag of the 


Jnited States stood for an ideal that 
lad won the hearts and aroused the 
lopes of the world; that it stood for 
iberty under law, and that breakers 
of the law that this flag enfolded were 
;raitora, whether they were citizens of 
;he country or aliens. He took occasion 
;o point out that any person attempting 
to defy or to circumvent the eighteenth 
amendment of the constitution was an 
enemy to the flag insofar as this viola- 
tion was concerned. He pleaded for a 
strict enforcement of the dry laws as 
well as all laws, stating that there is 
a remedy in "legal procedure for every 
;ondition that arises in this country. 


"Memorial day combines all the sol- 


emnity and love for the dead that in a 
part • of the. funeral service, and also 
includes the enthusiasm and high pa- 
triotism that comes with arousing 
love of country," said Mr. Frye. He 
made a strong plea for the constant 
teaching of patriotism in the schools 
and . churches. His address was f re 
quently punctuated by applause, am 
struck a responsive chord throughou' 
the lyge assembly.

FUMIGATION IS TOPIC 


GENERALLY DISCUSSED 


New Store" 


Much interest is being shown in 


nethods of fumigation by ranchers in 
:he Covina valley this year, caused by 
a mimber of changes in organization 
locally, and also because of tho fact 
fumigation has been to some extent 
unsatisfactory as to results obtained 
during the past year. 


Cooperative concerns, ma.de up of 


stockholders in local packing associa- 
tions have .been formed, and a more in- 
tense study of methods is in progress 
than ever has been shown before at this 
time of year. A great deal of carer is 
being exercised in the, purchasing of 
equipment, particularly in the matter 
of gas-tight tents. 
Ther is also much discussion of the 


old pot system of fumigation, some 
ranchers making the assertion that it 
will be necessary to go back to tho old 
system of using pots and cyanofumers, 
with solid cyanide, while others are 
seeking to better the work done through 
the use of liquid cyanide and the ma: 
chines with which the liquid is ap- 
plied. 
The Argus has been making a canvass 


of the fumigation conditions, and will 
print an article within a short time, 
showing the views of various ranchers 
who have a practical knowledge of the 
fumigating business and its results. 
It is felt that a thorough discussion 
prior to the opening of tho .fumigating 
season in the. fall will be beneficial to 
the eitrua industry. 


STRAIGHT-FURROW TOOL 


IS LOCAL INVENTION 


Ranchers of the valley have shown a 
marked interest in the demonstrations 
of a new orchard tool, the invention of 
Bingham T. Wilson, a rancher of Co- 
vina. It is what is to bo known as a 
straight furrowing machine, with a de- 
vice for the making of short furrows 
between tho rows of trees in order 
that the ground between the trees may 
be thoroughly irrigated without shovel- 
ing the furrows by hand. 
Mr. Wilson held several demonstra- 


tions at the ranch this week, and ac- 
cording to all reports from ranchers 
the work was successfully accomplished. 


It is said by many ranchers that if 


the tool proves successful in all essen- 
tial details it will revolutionize the 
method of preparing the ground for the 
'monthly irrigation. 
Another demon- 


atration is to be held on Monday at th< 
Wilson ranch, corner of Cypress and 
Citrus avenues.

TI MORTGAGE 1 


PAY OFF 


BY MARTIN FESLER, 


In. the good old days, before the car- 


nival of inefficiency and high prices, 
•we used to be able to ship a box of 
oranges to the Atl'.ntic seaboard in car 
Jots for S3 cents, i'he railroads seemed 
to be doing fairly well and the orange 
grower, who often worked a year for 
his 83 cents, felt it was plenty. 
The 


standard load in those days was 396 
boxes. 


The war came on, a car shortage de- 


veloped and the packinghouses were 
ordered to load 462 boxes in a car. This 
was a net gain of 16% per cent over 
the old method of loading—a nice little 
pickup of $54.78. This ought to have 
appeased their hungry appetites, but it 
only whetted it for more. About this 
time better prices ruled and the grower 
began to buy automobiles in carload 
lots. Machines could not be shipped to 
California fast enough. This seeming 
prosperity, no doubt, led the officials to 
conclude that here waa a good place to 
levy tribute, and the last two years 
has seen freight on oranges boosted 70 
cents, including the war tax. There was 
not very much holler made on this raise 
as it came from a time when we had 
other troubles—we could not get our 
new car and we had no time to worry 
o.bout a small mstter of a raise in 
freight rates of better than 84 per cent. 
Finally the auto factories caught up 
with their orders and we found time to 
give our business a little thought. We 
discoverd that in addition to the mort- 
gage we had to give for the cars, an- 
other one, not of our making, had been 
put on us and we could not pay it off. 
While we were getting $4 a box and 
better we did not think much about 
this mortgage. We went merrily along, 
renewing contracts at a big figure and 
creating new departments just as if 
these prices were to rule indefinitely, 
-—but our pipe has gone out. People 
wore money-mad, and fellows who used 
to be very efficient around a packing- 
house and office forgot their duties ia 
the mad scramble for pelf. What used 
TO be one man's job became two and 
sometimes three. With leisure came a 
demand for more money, and though 
salaries were boosted skyhigh, few were 
satisfied. When we hark back to the 
days of efficiency and think what some 
of our people (that is, they used to be 
our people before they got more money 
than we are getting) used to accom- 
plish, it seems, a prodigious amount of 
work. Now they have from one to *hree 
men to assist thorn. We have the 
"House Inspection Department," the 
"Field Department," the "Entomolo- 
gical Department," the "Industrial 
Relations Department," the "Horticul- 
tural 
Inspection 
Department," and 


many other departments in process of 
incubation, for we hatch them at regu- 
lar intervals when a good fellow comes 
along and wants a job from one of his 
friends on the inside. 


We will have more to say about these 


departments later on. Let us go back 
to the subject of this article. 


Dad has about 8 acrea of oranges on 


his ranch. As he raised more fruit 
than-I do and all his is oranges, he has 
kindly given me the amount of his 
pack and has allowed me to use them 
in my calculations. Oranges are net- 
ting the grower around a dollar. Dad 
had 4317 packed boxes. The increased 
freight rates on them is $3021.90. That 
means a mortgage of $43,170, reckon- 
ing money as worth 7 per cent. If you 
have a smaller crop, your mortgage will 
b* less. 


When I went into the business, they 


were taking out 27 cents a box for 
packinghouse expenses. Out of this sum 
we got a nice rebate, and that year my 
fruit averaged me $1.27 a box. Since 
that time we have gradually crawled 
up until now they take out 75 cents a 
box, and if there is anything left after 
paying our bills, a trip around the 
world for one of the heads of the de- 
partment and some other rather juicy 
items, the grower gets it—but don't 
figure on buying any more aatos from 
what you will get. This 48 cents addi- 
tional packinghouse expense amounts to 
$2072 more out of Dad's crop, or ano- 
ther mortgage of $29,600, making a 
grand total of $72,770. 


I would not be unfair about this lat- 


ter item. We could not possibly drift 
along on 27 cents a box for packing- 
house expenses, but there is a growing 
inclination to forget the source of this 
expense money, and we see it melting 
away like a wartime 
appropriation. 


When it became evident that expenses 
had to be cut, how eagerly those in 
authority went out into the field and 
jumped on the helpless, but not one 
thought of themselves! 


In fact, some of them who thought 


they had not received their due portion 
were making strenuous efforts to have 
their salaries raised, when, they should 
have been cut. 


The citrus industry is the greatest in- 


dustry in the field of agriculture, but 
it has its ups and downs, like any other 
business. If you are looking for an 
absolutely sure thing, don't get into 
the producing end of it; get a sinecure 
on the marketing end and your worries 
are ended. If lemons go to a dollar a 
box (red ink), you are sure of yours. 
You may have to reduce your salary 
5 per cent, but you get it and do not 
have to worry about it. When once 
your salary is fixed, it may go up but 
it never comes down, no matter how 
disastrous the year's business. If you 
doubt this, ask any one of the lemon 
growers. How cheerfully the grower 
comes up with his check book before a 
high-salaried official, and digs up for a 
pool that failed to pay out! No, I am 
wrong; it is the bookkeeper who re- 
ceives these returns; the official is usu- 
ally busy with other things. 


Living expenses are down a bit, but 


it only applies to the working help. 
Hotel bills and railroad fare is stj^l 
high. Clothes and shoes, such as our 
own dear ones wear, have not cheapen- 
ed much, so they must not be disturbed. 
We see hopeful signs in the reduced cost 
of autos, but until there is a consider- 
able reduction in the things consumed 
by the idle rich, Mr. Grower, you just 
have to be patient unless you can re- 
verse ends with one of these fortunate 
fellows. Not much likelihood of that! 
Some of them have invested in a small 
way in orange groves, but as a rule 
they are wise birds and keep out.

NEW BANK PLAN DEVISED 


•> 
TO ASSIST CITEUS MEN 


New banking arrangements between 


the California Fruit Growers' exchange 
and Los Angeles banks will save citrus 
fruit growers of Southern California 
thousands of dollars annually, accord- 
ing to advices received from Los An- 
geles this week. 


The new plan greatly simplifies the 


method of handling collections and 
drafts given the exchange and offers a 
practical solution of the old problem 
of 
advancing funds on uncollected 


items. The arrangement means that 
the fruit grower will be given the ben- 
efit of a return on fruit shipments five 
days earlier than, has been the ease 
heretofore. 


The new plan was suggested by W. 


J. Dalon, vice-president of the Citizens 
National bank, Los Angeles, and the 
details were largeL. worked out by 
him. 
In addition to the benefit which 


the fruit grower will receive it does 
away with the necessity for country 
banks to advance funds without re- 
muneration on uncollected cheeks and 
enables them to keep with their city 
corespondent banks an actual balance 
which heretofore has consisted wholly 
of uncollected items upon which the 
city bank could not and did not pay 
any interest. 


Under this arrangement the various 


agencies of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers' Exchange throughout the United 
States and Canada wUl include in their 
telegraphic reports of moneys received 
in payment for shipments from South- 
ern California the amount they have 
deposited to the credit of the exchange. 
T>.« practice formerly was to mail 
The 
checks covering the amount. Upon re 
ceipt of advice of the actual amount 
that has been placed to its credit the 
exchange will' immediately draw a 
check for collection with the Citizens' 
National bank ov with its other corres- 
pondent, the First National bank of 
Los Angeles. 


This check is at once put into the 


hands of the federal reserve bank and 
after the number of days prescribed 
by the federal reserve bank as sufficient 
to have an item presented and collected 
has elapsed the draft goes automatically 
to the credit of the fruit exchange on 
the books of its banks here. The ex- 
change then sends a check to its agen- 
cy at the povnt of origin of the fruit, 
and it is deposited in the local bank, 
which can give immediate credit, for 
the reason that the check is a Los An- 
geles item and thus becomes available 
as cash and reserve at once. 


When the fact that this scheme will 


save an average of five days' interest 
on the total amount of money received 
for citrus products in this part of the 
state, running into millions of dollars 
each year, is taken into consideration, 
the value of the scheme will become ap- 
parent.

of the earnings, for this would mean 
that the users of the system would not 
only be paying for the service, but for 
the expansion. 


There is no large margin in public 


utility holding*). Prom seven to eight 
per cent is made on such an investment, 
and there is no investment that is saf- 
er, not even government bonds. It is 
a curigus fact that when times are the 
hardest the demand on the telephone 
company for service is the greatest, be- 
cause more use is then mpde of the 
telephone in transacting business as 
against the use of automobiles and 
other transportation. It is the cheapest 
method of doing business, therefore the 
calls multiply when people are restrict- 
ing their expenses. This makes the 
holdings safe, for in good times comes 
the general raise in valuation, and in 
hard times the sure ground of added 
necessity. 
r 


In order to put in the necessary im- 


provements the local company went be- 
fore the state railroad commission and 
received authority to issue $100,000 in 
first mortgage bonds. The fact that the 
bonds were on the market, and that it 
was the desire of the company to sell 
all of them locally was well advertised 
in the valley, BUT AS YET THE 
PEOPLE HAVE NOT FULLY UN- 
DERSTOOD THAT THIS IS THEIR 
BUSINESS AND THAT IT VITALLY 


• AFFECTS THE PBESENT AND THE 
FUTURE OF EVERYONE LIVING 
AND DOING BUSINESS HERE. 


The Argus has investigated the situa- 


tion, and finds that if the telephone 
company cannot dispose of their bonds 
within thirty days, it will be necessary 
to finance in some other way. The alter- 
native method, and the most sane one, 
would be to sell a portion of the com- 
pany's property, in fact to dispose of 
the telephone exchange at 
Puente, 


Glendora or Azusa. This would mean, 
the cutting up of the system, with two 
or more companies operating in the dis- 
trict and charging tolls between towns. 
The free system between towns within 
this system at the present time ia not 
only n great saving in the general ex- 
pense of doing business in the-valley, 
but it does away with a great amount 
of inconvenience and loss of time. 


The telephone company, its directors 


and managers, is very much averse to 
selling any of its property with the 
resulting cutting up of the territory 
into toll exchanges. It would be noth-' 
ing short of a business calamity here 
for this condition to come about. Fruit 
associations, irrigating companies, dis- 
trict offices of -corporations, and mer- 
cantile business would suffer a very 
material inconvenience. Yet, this is the 
only alternative, unless .the bond issue 
is absorbed locally. The improvements 
must be made, and the money must be 
provided with which to make these im- 
provements. 


and stockholders in irrigating compan- 
ies and fruit associations to give this 
matter their very serious consideration 
at once. It should be made an order of 
business for the next meeting of any 
business concern in the valley. These 
companies should find some way of aid- 
ing in the financing of the telephone 
expansion, or if there is na way to act 
as an organization, then the individuals 
in the organization should consider it 
a part of their- business to buy these 
bonds. 


Every chamber of commerce in the 


valley, 
including 
Azusfi, 
Glendora, 


Baldwin Park, Puente, West Covina, 
together with all public organizations 
should call a meeting and seriously 
discuss this matter. The company tells 
us that the bonds are ready for issuance 
in denominations of $500 and $1000, and 
that they will sell at a discount Which 
makes them purchasable at $442.50 and 
$885. They come due in a little more 
than twenty years. 


It is a significant fact that the buyer 


of these bonds who lives and does busi- 
ness in the valley will get a double 
benefit from purchasing these bonds. 
They will net the buyer at least seven 
per cent, and this interest, payable 
semi-annually, 
will 
bo more than 


enough to ,pay the telphone bills of a 
residence. Every business house should 
have one of these thousand dollar 
bonds as a straight, investment reckon- 
ed as a part of the actual investment 
of the particular business, not as an 
outside venture. The Argus is buying 
ono of these bonds and for the reasons 
that have been set forth here. 


With the sale of the bond issue the 


telephone company intends to change 
its entire system to the auto-manual or 
automatic system, which means among 
other things that there will be no du- 
plicate numbers in the valley, and that 
calls will not be handled through sev- 
eral exchanges, but through a central 
exchange. Duplicate numbers now exist 
in the various towns, causing confusion 
in spite of every caution that is exer- 
cised. This will bo eliminated. 


As a public duty, in connection with 


the growth of the valley, the Argus 
draws attention to this highly import- 
ant matter, and hopes that it will be 
acted upon by all organizations within 
as short a time as possible. The condi- 
tions warrant action. It is a vital and 
critical time in the history of the val- 
ley.

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Citrus Fruit Freight Rates 


The much-heralded twenty per cent cut in railroad freight rates, 


made -recently, has been so arranged that it does not include citrus 
fruits. 


If an anatysis is made of the commodities upon which the reduction 


was made it will be seen that only those commodities that are being 
very largely shipped by water come under the reduction. 


In other words, the railroads have cut rates to meet the growing 


and to them serious competition by water through the Panama canal. 
If the shipping of citrus fruits by water had reached a point where it 
had seriously affected rail freight, it is 'entirely probable that citrus 
fruits would have been included in the recent freight reduction. 


It is argued by Kruttschnitt, president of the Southern 'Pacific. 


and supported by other railroad officials, that citrus fruits can never 
be shipped in large .quantities by water, for the reason that this freight 
must very largely be delivered to interior points from the Atlantic 
seaboard, thus necessitating the use of the railroads for the. short haul 
on that end. The difference in saving in shipping by water will be 
wiped out by the rail freight charge to points back of the seaboard 
is the intimation. 


But this is no longer true to the extent that used to be the case 


For the greater portion of tfie year 'the citrus fruit shippers may 
utilize truck transportation for the two hundred or three hundred 
mile hauls in the east, and of course for lesser hauls. There might be 
snowed-in periods when truck transportation would be hampered 
but as a matter of fact very little freight is moved rapidly by any 
method during and immediately after big storms. 


By shipping fruit from San Pedro through the canal, and espec- 


ially m small steamers under lease or owned by the citrus organiza- 
tions, the fruit can be delivered direct to all the great seaports, and 
also can reach all lake points and Mississippi river points

other European points with success. An arbitrary stand on the part 
of the railroads may mean that they will lose all this valuable freight 
some time m the future.

_ Both the railroads and 
steamship 


linos have announced certain rate cuts 
between the Pacific iind Atlantic coasts, 
and there is every indication that rail 
and water competition in. the future will 
be a very real thing. 


At the same time, officers of the In- 


terstate commerce commission have just 
completed a tour of the Pacific coast, 
gathering 
data 
concerning 
railroad 


rates. It would be a point of wisdom 
on the1 part of the commission's valua- 
tion department to study the question 
of electrification of roads, for, if the 
railroads reaching the Pacific coast are 
still not to lose business through in- 
creased competition with our new mer- 
chant marine, the operative costs of the 
railroads themselves must be reduced— 
and this not entirely through a reduc- 
tion in wage scale. 
* 


On« of the most important items of 


expense and one that could ultimately 
bo reduced with far-reaching and bene- 
ficial results to the nation as well as 
the railroads themselves is the cost of 
propelling power, i. e., of coal and fuel 
oil. Approximately one-third of the en- 
tire operating cost of American carriers 
goes to these items. 


The fuel oil consumed by our rail- 


roads during 1920 was about 42 million 
barrels. This tremendous tonnage is oft 
times hauled 900 miles before it is 
made use of as motive power in loco- 
motives. The proportions of fuel, both 
coal and oil, in the total tonnage move- 
ment of the railroads are astounding. 
The coal haul alone is more than dou- 
ble that of the agricultural harvest and 
the ore, steel and lumber haul com- 
bined. 


Why haul millions of tons of coal 


and oil by railroads at 50 miles per day 
when we can haul its equivalent 180, 
000 miles a second by high tension cur- 
rent to points of consumption? 
Why 


iaul an immense tonnage of fuel 700 
miles to Chicago, or 1000 to Kansas 
-jity, or a similar distance from the 
Pacific coast to Winslow -and Albu- 
querque? In the Southwest, the Paci- 
ic coast and the inter-mountain region 
dydro-electric power must eventually 
DO substituted for the large quantities 
of oil now consumed by the railroads. 


Electricity from the Colorado river 


the Sierras and the Rocky mountains 
must in the end be used not only to 
reduce the operating costs of the rail- 
roads and cancel unnecessary coal and 
oil movement on the much overburden- 
-•d transportation system, but in order 
o bring about a concomitant reduction 
in the cost of fuel by releasing to the 
narkets millions of barrels of oil and 
arge amounts of coal to be used in in- 
dustrial enterprises, the navy and the 
merchant marine.

Both the railroads and 
steamship 


lines have announced certain rate cuts 
between the Pacific and, Atlantic coasts, 
and there is every indication that rail 
and water competition in the future will 
be a very real thing. 


At the same time, officers of the In- 


terstate commerce commission have just 
completed a tour of the Pacific coast, 
gathering 
data 
concerning railroad 


rates. It would be a point of wisdom 
on the1 part of the commission's valua- 
tion department to study the question 
of electrification of roads, for, if the 
railroads reaching tho Pacific coast are 
still not to lose business through in- 
creased competition with our new mer- 
chant marine, the operative costs of the 
railroads themselves must be reduced— 
and this not entirely through a reduc- 
tion in wage scale. 
*> 


One of the most important items of 


expense and one that could ultimately 
be_ reduced with far-reaching and bene- 
ficial results to the nation as well as 
the railroads themselves is the cost of 
propelling power, i. e., of coal and fuel 
oil. Approximately one-third of the en- 
tire operating cost of American carriers 
goes to these items. 


The fuel oil consumed by our rail- 


roads during 1920 was about 42 million 
barrels. This tremendous tonnage is oft 
times hauled 900 miles before it is 
made use of as motive power in loco- 
motives. The proportions of fuel, both 
coal and oil, in the total tonnage move- 
ment of the railroads are astounding. 
The coal haul alone is more than dou- 
ble that of the agricultural harvest and 
the ore, steel and lumber haul com- 
bined. 


Why haul millions of tons of coal 


and oil by railroads at 50 miles per day 
when we can haul its equivalent 180, 
000 miles a second by high tension cur- 
rent to points of consumption? Why 
haul an immense tonnage of fuel 700 
miles to Chicago, or 1000 to Kansas 
City, or a similar distance from the 
Pacific coast to Winslow -and Albu- 
querque? In the Southwest, the Paci- 
fic coast and the inter-mountain region 
hydro-electric power must eventually 
bo substituted fqr the large quantities 
of oil now consumed by the railroads. 
^ Electricity from the Colorado river, 
the Sierras and the Eocky mountains 
must in the end be used not only to 
reduce the operating costs of the rail- 
roads and cancel unnecessary coal and 
oil movement on the much overburden- 
ed transportation system, but in order 
to bring about a concomitant reduction 
in the cost of fuel by releasing to the 
markets millions of barrels of oil and 
large amounts of coal to be used in in- 
dustrial enterprises, the navy and the 
merchant marine.

of oil is used to create energy for 
transportation.

fields -will not be able in the future to 
produce oil in sufficient quantities to 
take care of the needs of the railroads, 
the navy, the merchant marine and the 
industrial enterprises directly depend- 
ent upon oil. 


That electricity will cheapen railway 


operation is seen from the following 
example: The Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul line is the first to have elec- 
trified 440 miles of its main line run- 
ning through the mountainous regions 
of Montana. The cost of running a 
train of 3600 tons in this region, figur- 
ing on the basis of pre-war prices, is 
computed at $1.26 per train-mile when 
propelled by steam, and $ .45 when 
moved by electricity; therefore, accord- 
ing to this example, a saving of 81 per 
cent. It follows that on with lower 
line grades than in Montana the saving 
would be even greater. Furthermore, 
an electric motor will run 300 miles 
without a change, while nine steam lo- 
comotives would be used to traverse 
the same distance on mountainous re- 
gions. 


GOPHER-INJURED TREES 


SAVED BY TREATMENT 


Much damage has been dene during 


the past season by the attacks of go- 
phers on trees. Orchards have been 
observed where from 5 to 20 per cent 
of the trees were either partially gird- 
led or entirely girdled. If such trees 
are not treated, then the production of 
the entire orchard will be greatly re- 
duced. 


Whatever the cost of bringing an 


orchard to bearing, that cost must be 
divided amongst each individual tree. 
If thr-te arc 80 trees, then each tree 
must be charged with one-eightieth the 
cost of production. That puts a value 
on each tree, and if any are lost it re- 
duces the value of the orchard in pro- 
portion to the number of trees lost. 
Trees injured by gophers can be saved 
if they are properly treated.

of. saving gopher-injured trees the ag- 
ricultural extension service for Los An- 
geles county is to conduct a series of 
eleven field meetings during June, un- 
der the auspices of the farm bureau, 
the schedule including the' following:

Powell Says Co-operation 


and Standardization Needed 


One of the notable addresses in the 


confernce on. state-wide development at 
Sacramento was that on "Marketing 
Agricultural Products," by G. Harold 
Powell, 
general 
manager 
California 


Fruit Growers' Exchange. He review- 
ed the partial collapse in the marketing 
of farm products affecting California 
fruits through the withdrawal of gov- 
ernment credits, and the lack of ma- 
chinery for extending long-term credits 
to private enterprises. 


Powell stud, such a state of affairs 


•would continue to exist until the plans 
of the Foreign Trade Finance Corpora- 
tion are perfected. 


BUYING ABILITY REDUCED. 
"With five million men out of em- 


ployment and the decreased purchasing 
power of the dollar," said Powell, "the 
buying ability of the customer has been, 
reduced still further, complicating the 
farmers' problem." 


In the past, he continued, the agricul- 


tural industries generally have been un- 
organized, and the farmer has had to 
depend upon agencies of- different kinds 
to purchase the crops and to distribute 
them to the markets of the country. The 
financial conditions, he said, have made 
it impossible for these agencies to ade- 
quately finance the buying, distribution 
and storing. 


Continuing, he said: 


PROSPERITY IN BALANCE. 
'' The prosperity of California depends 


primarily upon the successful marketing 
of her agricultural crops. The value of 
the agricultural crops in 1020 was near- 
ly $500,000,000, one-half of which rep- 
resented the fruit and vegetable crops. 
It is in the highest interest of the state 
to safeguard its prosperity by encour- 


aging in every possible way il«s organ- 
ization of agricultural products into 
marketing agencies through which their 
products may be standardized, shipped 
in large volume, and delivered regular- 
ly to the buyers in the markets where 
these products .are ultimately to.be con- 
sumed. 
'' The day has gone by when the in- 


dividual farmer can deal with his busi- 
ness problems as an individual, because 
all of the. agencies with which he comes 
in contact are thoroughly organized. 


GOVERNMENT CO-OPERATION. 
"The policy of the federal and state 


governments in promoting cooperation 
among farmers, and the interest which 
is being taken by the grain. growers, 
cattle growers, cotton growers, -and the 
producers of other staple commodities 
is the foundation stone upon which the 
maximum efficiency of American agri- 
culture must be founded. 


"In all of these co-operative move- 


ments the eyes of the country arc upon 
California, which has set the pace for 
the rest of the country in the organiza- 
tion of producers' agencies 4«rough 
which their mutual problems are hand- 
led.
